An  all-time  high  of  804  students 
attended  classes  at  St.  Joseph's  as 
the  College  opened  its  65th  year 
on  Sept.  16. 

Nearly  one-fourth  of  the  record 
number,  which  marks  an  increase 
of  140  over  last  year’s  opening 
enrollment,  are  housed  in  the  two 
new  residence  halls  recently  con¬ 
structed  at  a  cost  of  more  than 
$500,000. 

Others,  except  for  day  students, 
are  living  in  the  older  residence 
halls  on  the  campus  and  in  the 
Washburn  house  in  Rensselaer. 
The  College  is  not  renting  the 
two  other  off-campus  homes  which 
were  occupied  by  students  last 
year. 

New  students,  including  fresh¬ 
men  and  transfers  from  other 
colleges,  number  411.  The  remain¬ 
ing  393  are  returning  students. 
Eighty-four  of  the  record  total 
are  veterans,  37  returning  and  16 
re-entering  after  their  military 
service.  Veterans  enrolled  for  the 
first  time  total  31.

Leonard  Wood,  and  it  crashed  in 
a  ravine  three-fourth  of  a  mile 
south  of  the  post  landing  field. 
There  were  no  survivors.

Oct.  13 — St.  Joseph’s  College 
seems  to  be  off  on  one  of  its 
finest  football  seasons  in  many 
years.  To  date  the  Pumas,  coached 
for  the  second  year  by  Bob  Jaur- 
on,  have  won  three  of  their  first 
four  games  and  are  the  first-place 
team  in  the  Indiana  Collegiate 
Conference. 

St.  Joe  opened  the  season  on 
Sept.  17  with  a  night  game 
against  Central  State  College  of 
Ohio  at  Shewbridge  Field  in  Chi¬ 
cago.  State  proved  to  be  too  big 
and  too  experienced  as  they 
pocketed  a  26-14  victory.  The 
Pumas  did  all  their  scoring  in 
the  second  quarter  with  fullback 
Keith  Fingerhut  scoring  from  16 
yards  out  and  Ralph  Tite,  sopho¬ 
more  quarterback,  passing  49 


yards  to  senior  end  M:rle  Effing 
for  the  touchdown.  Roger  LaPointe 
added  the  extra  points. 

The  Pumas  won  their  first 
game  of  the  season  a  week  later, 
Sept.  24,  when  they  traveled  to 
Greencastle,  Ind.,  to  beat  the 
Tigers  of  DePauw  by  the  score 
of  27-13.  St.  Joe  grabbed  an  early 
lead  when  they  scored  seven  plays 
after  taking  the  opening  kick-off, 
halfback  Bob  Hamman  going  the 
last  19  yards  for  the  touchdown. 
Tite  scored  the  second  six-pointer 
when  he  climaxed  a  49-yard  goal 
line  march  by  going  over  from 
one  yard  out.  In  the  second  half, 
freshman  halfback  Don  Salvail 
put  the  game  on  ice  when  he 
scored  two  touchdowns.  Roger 
LaPointe  and  Terry  Biernat,  both 
freshman,  kicked  the  conversions. 

The  following  Saturday,  Oct.  1, 


the  Pumas  returned  home  to  pull 
one  of  the  biggest  upsets  of  the 
1955  football1  season  as  they  dump¬ 
ed  a  heavixy-favored  Valparaiso 
University;  team  by  the  score  of 
26-0.  So.  joe  scored  twice  in  the 
second  peiiod  with  Ralph  Tite 
diving  over  from  the  one-yard  line 
to  climax  a  65-yard  line  to  climax 
a  65-yard  touchdown  drive,  follow¬ 
ed  minutes  later  by  an  eight-yard 
scoring  pass  from  Tite  to  end 
George  Sherwood. 

Bob  Hamman,  sophomore  from 
Kentland,  Ind.,  brought  the  parti¬ 
san  St.  Joe  home  crowd  to  their 
feet  when  he  returned  Valparaiso's 
opening  kick-off  of  the  second 
half  89  yards  for  a  touchdown. 
Norb  Daigle,  freshman  halfback, 
scored  the  final  six-pointer  late 
in  the  fourth  quarter  when  he 
went  over  from  the  three-yard 
line.  Merle  Effing  kicked  all  three 
extra  points. 

Last  Saturday,  Oct.  8,  the 
Pumas  moved  into  first  place  all 
by  themselves  when  they  downed 
Indiana  State  27-0  while  Evans¬ 
ville  College  was  losing  to  Val¬ 
paraiso. 

Three  of  the  four  St.  Joe  touch¬ 
downs  came  as  the  result  of 
forward  passes.  Ray  Banary, 
junior  halfback,  passed  15  yards 
to  Bob  Hamman  for  the  tally; 
Ralph  Tite’s  12-yard  pass  was 
grabbed  by  freshman  end  John 
Kobza  in  the  end  zone;  and  Roger 
LaPointe  and  George  Sherwood 
executed  a  six-yard  scoring  pass 
play  in  the  final  minutes  of  the 
game.  The  points  after  the  touch¬ 
downs  were  kicked  by  Merle  Eff¬ 
ing. 

This  Saturday,  Oct.'  15,  St. 
Joseph’s  will  play  host  to  Butler 
University  in  the  Pumas'  Home¬ 
coming  game.  Butler,  one  of  the 
three  teams  tied  for  second  place 
in  the  I.C.C.,  will  be  out  to  repeat 
last  year’s  40-12  conquest  of  St. 
Joe. 

On  Oct.  22,  St.  Joe  will  journey 
to  Evansville  to  play  the  Aces 
of  Evansville  College.  Evansville, 
also  currently  tied  for  second 
place  in  the  league,  beat  the 
Pumas  last  year,  27-20. 

Following  the  Evansville  game, 

St.  Joseph’s  will  return  home  to 
play  the  final  three  games  of  the 
season:  Ball  State,  Oct.  29;

college  through  the  same  litera¬ 
ture.  High  schools,  parents, 
alumni,  and  St.  Joe  students  also 
introduced  the  college  to  a  great 
number. 

Almost  two-thirds  of  this  year’s 
incoming  students  visited  the 
campus  before  registering. 

When  questioned  as  to  what 
features  of  St.  Joseph’s  attracted 
them  most,  98  listed  the  small  en¬ 
rollment  and  73  were  attracted 
most  by  the  food.  The  campus, 
the  fact  that  St.  Joseph’s  is  a 
Catholic  college,  courses  offered, 
and  the  nearness  to  an  individual’s 
particular  home  were  also  cited 
as  attractions.

M.S.,  Ph.D.  assistant  professor  of 
Economics;  Arthur  C.  Marlow, 
M.A.,  assistant  professor  of  Busi¬ 
ness  Administration;  and  Dale 
O’Connell,  head  basketball  coach 
and  instructor  in  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion. 

Mr.  Barton,  a  native  of  Chicago 
and  Batavia,  Ill.,  did  his  advanced 
study  in  Zoology  and  Chemistry 
at  the  University  of  Missouri.  He 
comes  to  St.  Joseph’s  from  Colum¬ 
bia  University,  where  for  the 
past  five  years  he  has  taught 
in  Biology,  Zoology  and  Physi¬ 
ology. 

While  at  Columbia,  Mr.  Barton 
also  did  extensive  research  under 
various  fellowships  and  a  research 
grant  from  the  U.  S.  Public 
Health  Service.  His  reports  have 
been  published  in  several  biolog¬ 
ical  bulletins,  and  he  is  now  writ¬ 
ing  a  book  on  cell  physiology 
for  1956  publication  by  Prentice- 
Hall.  He  served  with  the  U.  S.

Longevity  Research  on 
Religious  Communities 
Begun  by  Dr.  C.  Fecher 

What  has  been  the  life  span  of 
women  living  in  Catholic  religious 
communities  during  the  past  30 
years,  and  just  how  much  has 
health  education  and  preventive 
medicine  contributed  to  this  lon¬ 
gevity  ? 

A  St.  Joseph’s  graduate  of  1914, 
Dr.  Con  Fecher  of  Dayton,  Ohio, 
will  attempt  to  answer  these  and 
other  questions  related  to  religious 
communities  in  the  second  edition 
of  his  book,  The  Longevity  of 
Sisterhoods,  on  which  he  began 
research  this  summer. 

The  book,  a  study  of  100,000 
members  of  religious  communities 
in  the  United  States,  will  cover 
the  period  from  1925  to  1955. 

Dr.  Fecher  has  always  had  a 
keen  interest  in  life  extension 
figures.  After  leaving  St.  Joseph’s 
he  prepared  for  an  insurance 
career  in  the  graduate  school  of 
Catholic  University,  and  became 
a  charter  life  underwriter  with 
the  New  York  Life  Insurance 
Company. 

He  has  also  been  a  member  of 
the  faculty  of  the  University  of 
Dayton  for  20  years. 

All  three  of  Dr.  Fecher’s  sons 
have  attended  St.  Joseph’s.  The 
youngest,  Roger,  is  a  seminarian 
in  the  Society  of  the  Precious 
Blood.
